Greetings  to  all!  This  has  been  a  great  summer  in  Michigan  so  far  -  nice 
temperatures  and  low  humidity,  plus  I’ve  been  cutting  and  splitting  enough  wood 
for  the  next  two  or  three  years.  A  lot  of  oak  is  now  in  my  wood  pile!  So,  what's 
that  got  to  do  with  the  Bugle ?  It  means  I'll  have  more  time  for  working  on  my 
bar/round  collecting  this  winter  while  I'm  keeping  warm. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Nancy  for  giving  a  nod  to  Fannie  Kid  and  me  for  proof¬ 
reading  all  of  the  essays  in  the  "Kidd-Rood”  writing  contest.  There  are  some  very 
good  essays  this  year  on  the  theme  of  favorite  transportation  bars  and  I  hope  all 
of  you  took  the  time  to  read  and  VOTE  for  your  favorites.  I'd  like  to  say  my 
proof-reading  days  are  behind  me.  However,  being  a  former  English  teacher  I 
find  myself  always  finding  mistakes  with  everything  from  newspapers  to  political 
flyers  in  addition  to  whatever  book  I'm  reading.  It  really  slows  me  down,  having 
this  curse.  When  I  find  a  mistake  1  still  often  reach  for  my  RED  pen  to  circle  and 
make  the  correction.  The  Monroe  County  Library  system  has  actually  revoked 
my  library'  card  due  to  returning  books  with  red  corrections  on  the  pages. 

What  do  I  look  for  when  reading  an  essay  that  IASAC  members  submit,  typically 
subject  matter,  verb  agreement  and  the  sentence  structure.  No  fragments  or  run 
on  sentences,  punctuation,  capitalization,  spelling,  grammar  and  vocabulary  are 
always  important  when  proof-reading  an  essay.  I  can't  believe  what  is  often 
considered  proper  English  in  today’s  society.  With  all  the  advancement  in 
technology,  society  has  become  negligent  with  respect  to  the  grammar  and 
spelling  curriculum  in  our  schools.  Typically  some  sort  of  “spell  check"  program 
is  now  involved  and  considered  as  an  auto  correct,  WRONG!  Just  because  the 
spelling  is  correct  that  does  not  mean  everything  is  proper  or  even  depicting  the 
right  word.  Some  examples  are  often  homophone  words  -  to,  two,  too  -  wright, 
right,  vVrite.  You  get  the  idea. 

Now,  how  do  I  decide  w  hich  essays  receive  my  vote?  First  and  foremost,  how  did 
the  author  choose  and  describe  the  bar(s)  depicted  in  the  essay.  Second  on  my 
checklist,  how  did  the  item  and  essay  mesh  together?  Did  they  complement  each 
other?  Third,  were  there  other  bars  that  possibly  should  have  been  included  and 
discussed  in  order  to  further  explain  a  topic?  This  year’s  transportation  theme 
had  a  wide  spectrum  of  bars  to  choose  from,  so  an  author's  decision  as  to  how  a 
favorite  was  reached  was  important. 

“Century  of  Progress"  the  USSC-11  Pony  Express  was  primarily  focused  on  in  that 
essay,  but  what  about  HE-4,  HE-11  (pg.  118),  MLM-18  (pg.  188)  and  PAT-9  (pg. 
206)?  Just  wondering? 

“The  BART  Bar"  was  very  specific  to  the  USSC-80  and  the  essay  clearly  depicted 
such. 

“How  to  Get  from  Here  to  There"  mentioned  numerous  bars,  clearly  described 
each  and  accurately  indentified  them.  The  entire  list  of  bars  was  quite  extensive, 
so  no  fault  in  not  mentioning  any  additional.  Also  every  bar  mentioned  was 
relevant  to  the  essay  theme  and  was  nicely  portrayed  in  the  story  telling. 

"Means  of  Transportation”  is  a  very  interesting  insight  into  hot  air  ballooning, 
however  the  essay  failed  to  mention  RM-2EN  or  other  hot  air  balloon  bars.  I 
believe  the  additional  information  was  important  to  include.  Good  story,  but 
remember  to  relate  the  writing  submissions  to  silver  art  bars. 
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"Wagon  Train  Pilgrimage"  was  also  specific  to  a  single  bar.  The  author  chose  the 
FM-2  silver  bar  as  the  favorite  for  very  personal  reasons.  The  essay  signified  the 
importance,  significance  and  lasting  impressions  family  vacations  provide  and 
directly  related  the  story  to  a  silver  art  bar. 

I  don't  know  about  you,  but  with  such  different  approaches  from  each  author  and 
my  experience,  I  can't  wait  to  see  who  will  be  crowned  this  year's  winner. 

If  you  didn't  take  the  time  to  submit  your  vote  -  SHAME  ON  YOU! 

Until  next  time,  keep  collecting  the  items  you  want,  can  afford  and  will  enjoy!
